ANOTHER PARADE O F CHILDREN 


Child Health day was observed in Allentown, 
Pa., by a parade of children protesting against 
the conditions under which they labor. 
It is 
terrible to contemplate, yet the facts are that 
children are working in the towns of Allentown 
and Northampton, Pennsylvania, for from ten 
to fifteen hours a day, for wages 
ranging 
from a few cents a week to three or four dol­ 
lars. 
Miss Ruth Scandrett o f the national child 
labor committee said o f conditions in Allen­ 
town : It is almost unbelievable that American 
children in this modern day are found work­ 
ing under conditions that w*e thought were 
stamped out along with the dark ages. 
The pitiful w ages 
that 
the children 
earn I 
serve usually only to keep up the family's lift j 
insurance, and their food is bought from the 
S3 to Ss; a week thev receive from countv re- j 
lief. 
An eye-witness described the children who 
paraded yesterday as tired, with pale faces and 
workwom 
hands. 
They 
carried 
placards 
on 
their backs. 
Inside the factories, other chil­ 
dren remained at their tasks, too fearful of 
losing their jobs to parade with the others. 
The period when children were exploited has 
been a horrible chapter in industrial history. 
The record o f it has served as one sure mile- 
pOKt of progress. 
When the world didn’t seem 
to he progressing much, one could at least 
look back to the day, when people tolerated the 
laboring of little children in mines and factor­ 
ies and compare it to our own day, when the 
welfare o f the child was the paramount con­ 
cern of society. 
It seemed that the battle for the child was 
so far won that it was a matter of progression 
to better and better things for the child. One
